HOUSE DISCUSSES THE POLICY 
PURSUED. 


Mr. Johnson of Indiana Does Not Like 
the Position Assumed By the Ad­ 
ministration—Controversy Becomes 


W a rm —Peckham Nomination Goes 
Over. 


Washington, Feb. l.—Pursuant to 
the agreement arrived a t just before 
adjournment Saturday, the house met 
yesterday a t ll o’clock, and in the 
absence of the chaplain prayer was of­ 
fered by Mr. Everett (dem.) of Massa­ 
chusetts. 
Mr. Morse (rep.) of Massa­ 
chusetts, presented a memorial from 
the M assachusetts legislature protest­ 
ing against the passage of certain 
schedules in the Wilson tariff bill as 
destructive and fatal to the industries 
of Massachusetts. 
The house then took up the consid­ 
eration of the Hawaiian resolution, 
and Mr. Johnson (rep.,) of Indiana 
argued against the position of the ad­ 
ministration. 
Mr. Johnson yielded two minutes to 
Mr. Morse (rep.,) of Massachusetts, 
who bitterly attacked the policy of the 
adm inistration in the Hawaiian m atter. 
Mr. Outhwaite (dem), of Ohio took 
exception to these words and demanded 
th at they be taken down and th a t the 
gentlem an be called to order. 
After a little debate the words were 
taken down and read at the desk, when 
Mr. Morse arose to explain his remarks, 
but the speaker called him to order. 
The speaker, after weighing the 
words, gave his opinion th at the lan­ 
guage was not parliam entary; th a t no 
member had a right to speak of any 
member of the house or senate as be­ 
ing controlled by their master, the 
President 
On motion of Mr. Burrows (rep.) of 
Michigan, Mr. Morse was allowed to 
explain—Mr. Outhwaite alone voting 
an emphatic “No.” 
Mr. Morse there­ 
upon w ithdrew 
the 
objectionable 
words, and all was peace and harmony 
in the house again, 
But the incident 
had consumed all of Mr. Morse’s time 
and Mr. Johnson refused to yield 
further and proceeded w ith his speech. 
Mr. 
Patterson 
(dem., Tenn.) 
raigned the precipitancy which he 
said had marked the republican treat­ 
m ent of th e Hawaiian question. - 
Mr. W heeler (deux., Ala.) upheld the 
adm inistration’s .policy of non-annexa­ 
tion.

Mr. Bon telle (rep., Maine) defended 
the action a f M inister Stevens iu an 
impassioned speech, and a t the close 
he was , loudly applauded, and when 
he took his seat the republican mem­ 
bers crowded up to congratulate him. 
Mr. Black (dom., III.) took the op- 
o&xfce end of the argum ent and de­ 
livered a speech scintillating w ith wit. 
He did not attack the course of Min­ 
ister Stevens, nor did he defend the 
actions of M inister Willis, but replied 
to some 
assertions 
made in Mr.

the 
assertion th at the President had in­ 
vaded the rights and privileges of the 
house by w ithholding the Hawaiian 
correspondence from i t 
He said the 
native race was fast disappearing, and 
Mr. Black appeared to the country to 
“bury the little fragm ent of a race in 
its rem aining land and then let the 
plow of civilization go over their re­ 
mains.” 
Mr. Van Voorhis (rep., N. Y.) ap­ 
pealed for annexation for the islands. 
Mr. Griffin (dem., Mich.) said th at he 
cordially and enthusiastically indorsed 
the adm inistration’s policy. 
At the night session Mr. Post (rep., 
111.) attacked the course of the admin­ 
istration in the m atter. 
Mr. Lacey (rep., Iowa) was recog 
uized. 
His remarks were character­ 
ized by se*1 eral sharp colloquies w ith 
Mr. M'cCreary. 
Mr. Hall (dem., Mina.) and Mr. 
Stallings (dom., Ala.) spoke against 
the provisicnal governm ent

EFFORT TO HANG AN

The Mob Has a Rope Around His 
Neck Three Times 
But He 
is 
Saved—Running Battle Kept Up at 
the Court Room Door in Lebanon 
Indiana. 


L e b a n o n , Ind., Feb. 6.—A mob of 
several hundred men and women, led 
by a woman half demented by rage, 
fought the jail officials yesterday in an 
effort to lynch the negro, Frank Hall. 
Three times they had the rope around 
his neck and were dragging him along 
to his death, 
Three times the rope 
was cut and by a mighty effort of the 
officials at the end the prisoner was 
saved for the law. 
Mrs. Mary Ackers, 
whom Hall had assaulted, handed the 
rope to the crowd and fanned its 
frenzy. 
When Mrs. Ackers told her story the 
neighborhood was at once aroused and 
following the tracks left in the snot? 
the searching party was led to 'th e 
home of Hall. 
He was immediately 
arrested and brought to this city and 
lodged in jail. 
In the morning a mob 
was being organized to take him from 
the jail, but the officers heard of Hand 
spirited him away to Indianapolis. He 
was brought back here for a prelimi­ 
nary hearing. 
As soon as it became known th at he 
was in town angry crowds began to 
gather in the vicinity of the ja il 
About IO o’clock a rush was made for 
the prisoner, but the mob lacked or­ 
ganization and was repulsed by the 
sheriff and posse.

W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 6.—The house bill 
to repeal the federal election laws was 
again (at I p. rn.) taken up in the sen­ 
ate yesterday and Mr. Chandler (rep,

tion to it. In the course of his rem arks 
Mr. Chandler engaged in a colloquy 
with Mr. Palm er (dem., IIL) and asked 
him if he was in favor of abandoning 
the fifteenth am endm ent to the con­ 
stitution. 
“ I would no more abandon the fif­ 
teenth am endm ent,” Mr. Palmer de- 
dared emphatically, “ than I would 
abandon the declaration of independ­ 
ence. 
I regard them as being essen­ 
tial parts of each other.” 
Mr. Palmer (dom., 111.1 supported the 
bill as an act of justice to the Hawaiian 
natives. 
Mr. Frye (rep., Maine) spake of the 
Tammany frauds against the election 
laws in New York state, and finally
